THE TENTH 
Section of an Act of the Gener- 
al Assembly of tne Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania, entitled "An 
Act to amend the 10th Sectiom of an 
Act entitled, 'An Act to regulate the 
nomination and election of public of- 
flceru, requiring certain expenses inci- 
dent thereto to be paid by the several 
counties, and punishing certain offen- 
ses in regard'to such election,' " ap- 
proved the 26th day of June, A. D. 
1$95, it is provided as follows: 
Section 10—It shall be the duty of 
the Sheriff of every couaty, at least 
ten days before any general election 
to be held therein, except borough 
and township elections to give notice 
of the same by advertisements in at 
least three newspapers, if there be 
so many published in the county, two 
of said newspapers representing so 
far as practicable the political party 
which at the preceding November 
election cast the largest number of 
votes and the other one of said 
newspapers representing so far as 
practicable the political party which 
at the preceding November election 
cast the next largest number of 
votes, and in addition thereto the 
Sheriff of every county shall, at 
least ten days before any general 


. elec-tion to be held in cities of the 
first, second and third classes, give 
notice of the same by proclamation 
posted up in ttie most conspicuous 
places in every- election district in 
said cities of the first, second and 
third class and in every such adver- 
tisement or proclamation,

nances relating to the removal of 1 
grade-crossings and the extension of j 
the company's tracks in West Phila- i 
delphia and elsewhere. 
Three weeks ' 


earlier, such a conference, if held at

all, 
would have taken place in the 


office of Israel W. Durham in the

Betz building, or at the company's j 
offices, instead of in that of Mayor . 
Weaver, in the City Hall.

Another distinctive change occur- 


red at once. 
Upon the retirement 


of Director of Public Safety Smyth, a 
dozen or more policemen. w.ho uad 
been tried and found guilty of in- 
toxication, neglect of duty, disobedi- 
ence of orders, and other offences 
subversive of discipline, remained 
unsentenced. Under Director Smyth, 
offences of this kind were generally 
punished by suspension for a few 
days followed by restoration to duty, 
which amounted in effect to a con- 
donation of the offence. Director Pot- 
ter promptly dismissed 
from 
the 


force eleven of these offenders, thus 
serving notice at tne very outset of 
his administration that in future po- 
lice discipline would be rigidly main- 
tained and that political influence 
would not save a derelict member of 
the force from the just penalty of his 
own misdoings. The effect of this ex- 
ample was to at once increase the ef- 
ficiency of the police force and to re- 
store it to its proper sphere in the 
municipal government. 
Following 


out this policy, Director Potter noti- 
fied the captains and lieutenants, and 
through them the entire body of po- 
licemen, that they -were to serve the 
city and not the machine; to main- 
tain its peace and not to mix in its 
politics. 


The police and all municipal offi- 
cials were next informed that they 
would not be required to pay politi- 
cal assessments or contributions of 
any sort toward the maintenance of 
political clubs, this information being 
supplemented by the further intima- 
tion that 
membership 
in political 


clubs would be looked upon in the 
future with disfavor and treated as a 
bar rather than a reason for promo- 
tion. City employees were also noti- 
fied that they would be expected to 
pay their debts, complaints having 
fceen made in many 
quarters that 


jbills incurred were long overdue. The 
merciless blackmailing for political 
purposes, to which 
they 
had been 


subjected by their tyrannical masters 
in the Betz building, was doubtless 
in many instances responsible for 
their inability to pay their debts, 
and the order releasing them from 
these exactions removed any valid 
excuse for their failure to pay their 
debts in future. 


> 
The severest blow, however, to 


Gang supremacy was yet to be in- 
flicted and that was administered by 
an order requiring all city employees 
to report to their superiors the num- 
ber of real voters who should be as- 
sessed from their respective houses. 
'Ae has been formerly stated, thous- 
ands of fictitious voters had for years 
been carried on the assessment lists 
from the residences of policemen and 
other city officials.

proof of this, and his notification to 
the employees to report the number 
of actual voters domiciled in their re- 
spective places of residence carried 
With it the assurance that if they at- 
tempted any deception they would be 
detected 
and punished summarily. 


While it is too early to approximately 
foreshadow the effect of this order, 
the general impression is that ii 
will eliminate scores of thousands of 
fraudulent or fictitious names from 
the assessors' lists, thus wiping out 
at a single stroke one basis upon 
which the enormous fraudulent ma-

of voters reduced to honest propoi-

Beaver and insuring the election of 
Robert E. Pattison, was wormwood 
and gall to the thoroughly-cowed

humbled _ machine-leaders, 
it 


was either that or inevitable defeat. 
And so with inexpressible grimaces 
of disgust the Gang swallowed their 
medicine and agreed to recommend 
to Governor Pennypaeker the im- 
mediate appointment of Judge Stew- 
art, and provided for the calling of 
the Republican state committee with- 
in two weeks to place him in regular 
nomination for the full twenty-one- 
year term.

Potomac Synod of Reformed Church 


The Synod closed its 34th annual 


session Monday afternoon, after one 
of the most interesting and enthusi- 
astic meetings in its history. 
The 
sessions opened Tuesday evening, Oc- 
tober 16, with a sermon by its Presi- 
dent, Rev. Henry H. Apple of York, 
on the subject, "The Authority for 
Christian Belief." Rev. A. S. Weber 
of Baltimore, Md., was elected Presi- 
dent; Elder W. J. Zacharias of Cham- 
bersburg, Vice President; Rev. Lloyd 
E. Coblentz of Baltimore, Stated 
Clerk, and Rev. A. F. Nace of Juni- 
ata, Reading Clerk. 
The meetings 


were well attended, almost all the 
delegates being present, and many 
of the people of Chambersburg ap- 
pearing as interested hearers. Occa- 
sionally enthusiasm surged high, as 
when the delegates contributed -$100 
as the first fruits of. an effort to bring 
the Foreign Mission Board's work to 
a cash basis. Throughout the meet- 
ings a spirit of calm consideration 
put bone and sinew into the fervor of 
enthusiasm. 


Chief among the various Interests 
that claimed Synod's attentions was 
Missions, home and foreign. Rev. 
Thos. M.-Yundt, together with a band 
of missionaries in our larger cities, 
.was present. He addressed a public 
meeting Wednesday evening. 
There 


are 180 missions today located at 
points of vital importance. The spe- 
cial claim of 1906-'07 is to raise $25,- 
000 for the work in Chicago. Rev. 
Ghas. E. Wehler of Newton, N. C., 
made an earnest plea for missions in 
the south. Here as in the west the 
great need is men. Rev. A- C. Whit- 
mer, on another occasion spoke very 
feelingly of the Reformed Hungarian 
missionary workers. 


Rev. Dr. J. I. Good, president of 


the Board, Rev. Dr. A. R. Bartholo- 
mew, 
secretary, Rev. Dr. and Mrs. D. 


B. Schneder, of Japan, and Miss Car- 
rie J. Dreibelbies of China represent- 
ed the foreign branch of the mis- 
sion work. 
Two greatly needed mis- 


sionaries at Chen Chow, China, to as- 
sist Dr. Kelly would be available were 
the funds for their support forthcom- 
ing; Dr. Bartholomew laid the mat- 
ter upon the heart of the Synod 
which, after seriously considering the 
nroblem of ways and means resolved 
to make the effort to sustain the 
Board for the $1,200 needed. 


Next to missions, the schools of the 
hurch enlisted the interest of Synod.
